Yehoshafat Harkabi, n former Army 
Chief of Intelligence who now teaches 
International Relations and Middle 
Eastern Studies at the Hebrew Univer- 
sity, discusses in the following paper 
the attitudes and destiny of the Pales- 
tinian people. He predicts the decline of 
the Palestinian idea, 


or Israel. If it were established in the teeth of 
‘opposition from Jorden— and there fa no reason to 
assume that Jordan is inclined to tolerate such a 
state — Jordan could isolate it from the Arab 
world and sever the ties between Its people and 
their relatives in other Arab countries, with all the 
economic, political and socia) consequences of such 
an isolation for the new state and its citizens. The 
nttitude of the other Arab countries would be no 
less hostile. 

For the potential citizens of a Palestinian state, 

the very idea of the ostracism that would be imposed 
on them by the Arab countries and the Palestinians 
outside is a nightmare, a powerful deterrent of the 
notion of a separate settlement with Israel. Any 
such settlement would leave thom with no alter- 
native but to rely upon Israel as their main market 
and sole outlet — which would further aggravate the 
hostility of the Arab world. Thus, the realities of 
the sityatlon endow Jordan with what amounts to 
the power of veto against the establishment of a 
Palestinian state in the West Bank. ‘ 
. Anothor possibility is to rejoin Jordan in ac- 
cordance with King Hussein's scheme for a federated 
kingdom of 15 March, 1972, The return to Hashemite 
rule, even if the name of the wont igs _sym- 
bolically oxclsed from the title of Husseln's United 
Arab Kingdom, is not a cheerful prospect for many 
of these Palestinians, although they continue to 
kerp their Jordanian eltizonship — some yallingly 
und othera for lack of an alternative.

J£ an ‘ndopondent Palestinian gtate in the West 
Bank is impossible, and adhesion to Jordan is un- 
desirable and to Israel even ess, the Palestinians 
find themselves enmeshed ‘iin indecision. In this si- 
tation, it seems that most of them tend to resign 
themselves to the δἐαίηϑ quo as the least of all 
possible evils. By defining it as temporary, they 
make it easier to submit to. Some of them, it 18 
true, envisage the possibility of o Palestinian state 
under the supervision of the United Nations for 
several years, to be followed a plebiscite to de- 
cide their future, in the hope that their state would 
thus win scceptance by the Arab countries. This 
jdea, however, does not extricate them from their 
fundamental dilemma; at most, {t postpones the 
decision. A plebiscite ig an expedient for deciding 
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metwaet, possibilities; it cannot create a new pos- 
ailbility. 

In the past, some of the West Bankers solved the 
problem by assuming that In the course of time, 
with the reinforcement of its Palestinian element, 
Jordan as 8 whole would become ae Palestinian 
state. For the time baing, no such process is 
evident. The Palestinians may be more advanced 
and better educated than the Jordanians; the Jor- 
danians, however, hy interacting with a centre — 
such ox the kingdom — became more cohesive. 
The Palestinians always have Jacked a centre and 
thus are proverbially fragmented, One is tempted to 
generalize that, in a showdown between a more in- 
tellectual group ond a more cohesive one, the latter 
will proba ly prevail, as was witnessed in September 
A scttloment between Jordan and Isracl may and 
probably will in the long run bring about the 
Palestinization of Jordan by the sheer numerical 
Preponderance of the Palestinians, augmented by 
the West Bankers, But a settlement cannot start by 
the Palestinization of Jordan. This distinction connot 
be_overstressed. 

The Palestinian Arabs as a whole may be an 
important factor in the final stage of a settlement, 
but until then their importance for a formal political 
settlement of the dispute is in doubt — and It is 
the present stage that really counts now, for it 
will have to be traversed in order to get to the 
final stage, Without the Palestinians, o pence settle- 
ment would not be complete; without the Arab 
States. ‘it cannot start. The Palestinians claim that 
they must have 8, say in the settlement. The claim 
is sound. The question is whether today the Pales- 
tinians have anything fo say of their own that is 
of substantial polltieal significance. 

The Palestinians’ problem is not that they have 
not been recognized aa peoplo or nation, but that 
they aro unable to translate such a recognition into 
reality, That is why o formal recognition of the 
Palestinians as @ peaple, no matter how justified, 
has been barren of tangible political consequences. 


No political solution 


That Js the essence of the tragio situation in 
which they are placed. The Arab states can con- 
clude arrangements without the Palestinian Arabs, 
but tho Palestinians cannot do that without the 
Arab states. Hence, no “Palestinian” political solu- 
tion of the conflict is foresecable. 

The argument that the Palestinians could effective- 
ly sabotage a settlement between Israel and the 
Arab states is exaggerated, as events in Jordan 
have shown: what Jordan has done could be done 
by the other Arab countries with less drastic mea- 
sures of repression. 

In the absence of a settlement with tha West 
Bank Palestinians, the present situation will con- 
tinue, with the facts that are created in the mean- 
time. The proaeey that Israel would be unable to 
maintain the status quo even temporarily in the 
area has not come true. Learned predictions, based 
on historical analogies and sociological theories, of 
progressively more acute civil] resistance and insur- 
gence, have been refuted. The five years that have 
elapsed cannot be dismissed as a mere provisional 
truce, Of course, military occupation cannot last in- 
definitely. However, so far, there are no indications 
‘that the patience of the population is becoming 
exhausted; on the contrary, it seems to be grow- 
ing. One reeson, for this is the improvernent 1. the 
economic situation; another is the dilemma waich 
it ‘faces, 88 described above. A man does not revolt 
if he knows what he does not want but is unable 


to. choosa between existing choices or to create 


new ones.

ALTHOUGH he had carried a false 
Nicaraguan passport while shep- 
herding ile; immigrants out of 
Europe in 046. Knesset Member 
Arle (Lova) Eliav had never been to 
Nicaragua. He was nat really gsur- 
Prised, however, when a senior offi- 
celal of the Israeli Forelgn Ministry 
telephoned him at his home last 
January to ask [2 he were prepar- 
ed to fly thera on short notice, 
Nicaragua had been on Hilav's 
mind ever since the report that its 
capital, Managua, had been virtual- 
ly destroyed by earthquake on the 
eve of Christmas. Ten years before 
he had headed an Isracll rehabilite- 
tion team which went into Iran fol- 
lowing an earthquake which devas- 
tated 800 villages in Kazvin Pro- 
vince, ‘The team had proven highly 
effective in helping bring the pro- 
vince back to Hfs and Hilav felt he 
had aomething to contribute now to 
the Nicaraguans in partial payment, 
ΒΟ to speak, for usé of their pass- 
port. The Foreign Ministry was of 
ἢ almilar mind. 


Extent of damage 


Eiiav arrived In Managua at the 
beginning of February, to find 99 
Per cent of the buildings levelled 
or damaged bsyond repair. Ten 
thousand bodies had been removed 
from the ruins, Another 10,000 
were though to be buried beneath 
the rubble. The only undamaged 
areas were the villa suburbs of 
the members of the government, 
the moneyed class (που! Ὡς 
of the capitel’s 200 Jews), the dip- 
lomatic corps. A quarter-million re- 
fugees had scattered to half a

apathy, or had periods of hyper- 
activity, dashing about in futile 
searches for belongings or relatlyes. 
Also as in Kazvin, Manegua was 
filled with aid teams from all parts 
of the world. Thera were earth- 
quake experts from Japan, urban 
experts from Mexico, doctors and 
ald teams from the U.S., Canada, 
Germany and many Latin American 
countries. 

American army engineers and 
medical personnel had carned out 
the critical rescue operationg im- 
mediately after the quake but they 
were pulling out. “If not for the 
Americans there would heve been 
complete chaos," says Hliav. "But 
no one toldthem a word of thanks," 
There were even ‘Yankee Go Home" 
scrawls. 


Confusion relgmed, the post-disas- 
‘er muddie ‘thet Etav well re- 
membered. “There's a lot of na- 
tural good will after an earth- 
quake. Everyone wants to do good.” 
But 8 comprehensive rehabilitation 
scheme was urgently needed. 
A Mexican planning team had 
undertaken to explore the rebulld- 
ing of Managua, despite the fact 
that !t had been twice destroyed 
by earthquake witlin 44 years, (It 
recommended rebuilding the city 
on the same site but with wide 
avenues along the earthquake fault 
lines.)

I arrived at the miller's house and asked about the 
dog. She was surprised to sce me alive and to ‘hear 
that Dobrish belonged to me. She declared that there 
was no such mongrel in her house. 

My Dobrish — a mongrel! 1 felt I had been Insulted 
and pitled the dog whose present mistress did not ap- 
preclate his true worth. I had gone to the mill confident 
and happy ἀπ the knowledge that 1 would soon he car- 
essing and hugging the animal my father had so dearly 
Joved. Now I went from there hurt und totally with- 
drawn into myself — all alone again. 

Subconusclously, 1 did not belleve the miller. I stopped 
at the cottage next door. ‘Fhe miller's nelghbour greeted 
me warmly and talked readily. 

"Of course therc's a dog κα that around here, grey- 
black with a white streak on his hoad. He's been ‘at 
the mill for some two years now, but he doesn't really 
live there. He doesn't go into the cottage or the dog- 
house. Queer. He suddenly stiffens, his ears polnting 
straight up, and then he disappears, sometime for weeks 
on end, Then he comes back, skinny and dry as a log, 
and Nes down looking so sad it hurta to see him like 
that. He stays for a few days, eating his fill, ag if he 
were bullding himself up for another trip. Then he’s 
gone again. Sometimes you get the feeling taht he's 
looking for someone, looking and looking. Could it be 
you he’s looking for? He's a clever dog! The military 
governor has taken a fancy to ‘him and is ready to buy 
him at any price." 

So that’s it. It wasn't enough Uquidating my family, 
murdering all the Jews, burning down the houses. Now, 
the war over, they also want to make a profit on my 

dog. 

I left, firmly resolved to fight for my four-footed 
friend, 

Suddenly, three dogs come running toward the oross- 
road ahead, The one in the middle looked familiar. 

I whlatled. The middle one separated from the others 
and stood still, I whistled again. The middle dog pricked 
up chis ears, came a few stepa nearer ond rose on his 
hind legs. He shook his head as if in disbellef, anc then 
suddenly ἃ long drawn-out howl burat from hig thvoat.

The cost is 136 
dollars for tuition including field 
trips.
